An Old Soldier'* 8l*t«r Tell* of 


HI* Treatment at 


Yonntvllle. 


James K, Earl, until recently a res- 


ident of Berkeley, died about a month 
ago In the Soldiers' Home at Tount- 
vllle, and, although It was supposed 
that the deceased was possessed of a 
fair share of money, yet, aH that was 
returned to Ma sister, Mrs Peal who 
resides on Bills street Berkeley was 
18.50. 


Earl served In the Mexican war, and 


later enlisted in a California cavalry 
regiment and did duty both in the 
South and at the close of the war, along 
the western frontier of the country. 
. He had advanced to the age of 79 W^nBaby was a**, wegaveherCMtflrl*. 
years at the time of his death, was I 'wnen she wa« Quid, she cried f or CeBtorla. 
partially blind, and, about three years 
beftm he died, had been placed among 
the pensioners of the United States 
He was receiving 112 a month and that 
sum was soon to have been Increasec 
to J50 p«r quarter. The old gentleman 
was of a provident disposition, using 
his pension to pay a email amount 
every quarter for his board and room 
at the home of his sister, Mrs. Peal 
and a small amount rn the purchase ol 
tobacr-0 It was not necessary for him 
to make a heavy outlay to procure the 
weed, because a nephew of hia fre- 
quently gave him tobacco enough to 
last for weeks. 
Earl. It was estimated, saved about 


$15 a quarter. He kept his money on 
his person tn a large red wallet anc 
confided to no one, not even his sister, 
how much money he had In hla control. 
For this reason Earl's slater and rela- 
tives are uncertain as to how much 


ca*e which should never have been eent 
to the Home, and that only *!• had been 
found on hi* person. 


Mr* Peal says she does not know 


whether Graham blames her for Bend- 
ing her brother to tbe Home or wheth- 
er he find* fault with the examiners 
for sending him there. She aevert* the* 
her brother went to the Home of his 
own volition, and ask* wb&t constitute* 
a proper case in Graham's estimation, 
to be admitted to the Home. Her broth/- 
cr, ahe says wa* an old soldier, had no 
repulsive disease, and ahe inquire* what 
the Home is for if tt is not to take care 
of soldiers under such circumstances. 
In the meantime Mrs. Peal had writ- 
ten her stater, Mrs. Anderson, in Hous- 
ton. Texas, on the subject. Her brother 
had, a few years ago, made 'his home 
with Mrs. Anderson In that Staite. Mrs. 
Peal asked how much money Earl had 
when last seen by Mrs. Anderson and 
the ani/wer came iback that he had be- 
tween ¥300 and «400. 


Taking the money which this would 
seem to indicate Earl had when he left 
Texas, In connection with that wJiich 
he must have saved here, Mrs. Peial 
concludes that Earl must have had 
?400 about him when he entered the 
home. She has written Adjutant Gra- 
ham to that effect, and Is now seeking 
advice a* to the best means of taavlng 
light shed on the subject.

A tew days after he entered the Home 
he was taken HI, the attack begin- 
ning on Friday.

Batty, the old man requited the at- 
tendants to notify his sister tn Berke- 
ley of the fact.

Well, it is under- 
stood 'that the appropriation was for work 
intended to be done, and not for work 
t-hat had been previously done. The Leg- 
islature of 1893 appropriated 150,000 'for 
permanent improvement!)1 alt the Home 
!Doe» thi* include Improvements' that had 
previously been made and not paid for? 
Did #h« defalcation of Royce leave the 
Treasury empty, iwtOi a lot of bill* un- 
paid' Nevertheless, this committee 
not look closely into the old bills or the 
new ones, but tihey 'took the 'expert's' re- 
port, and call him U<he accusers' own wit- 
ness ' This 'expeilt's' report shows rhat 
$33,000 was used up ail riglrt enough, but 
be works his report, from ipajre 20' to 'page 
M.' He does no<t say whether lit to from 
*he cash book or ledger, and In all *hls 
wonderful exhibit he doe* not give a sin- 
gle, date. The bills are down all nght, 
except 't'hat t'he expert leaves out every 
date. Now, what did he do that for? 
Was it an oversight? 'Experts' do not do 
Ming* that way. They are very careful 
a* to date* a* well as to amounts. And 
yet this committee did ndt notice the 
omission. Now, examine the charge. The 
directors were not charged with uteallng, 
but they were charged with misappro- 
priating this fund. Even t/he word 'ho- 
cua-pocuaing' seemed Pickwickian, be- 
cause it merely charged the Board with 
taking sume of the appropriation .and put- 
ting It back Into the Home Treasury to

•hocus-pocusing1 mlgWt be serious ." 
Charge No. 11— George H. Thomas Post. 

G. A. R., ha* occupied the eontro) 
of 'the Vdteran*' Home, having 4iad most 
of the Commandants, all the Treasurers, 
all the Seenttarle* coming from the Grand 
Army and many other officials, while 
other Poets have had practically no voice 
tn the management of tlhe Home.

AN ADDRESS BY DR. BARTLETT 


Students From 
the State 


University Sing Around 


the Bier. 


The funeral at the late A P. K. Har- 


mon took place yesterday afternoon at 
2 o'clock from tine late residence of the 
di-oeaaed, 1568 Webster street, and at- 
tracted one of the largest gatherings 
ot distinguished people that has e\er 
characterized the funeral of a pioneer 
in this city. 


The spacious residence waa thronged 


•with men who have attained eminence 
in all the ' arned professions, as well 
aw In mercantile and industrial pursuits. 


Many of the^e were attended by theli 


wives aid daughters, who thus repre- 
s> nited the leading social circles b6Bh 
In this city and across the bay 
The 


gi pater mumber of those present, like 
the deceased himself, were men ad- 
v.ineed In age and In the death of Mr. 
Harmon .they experienced the sunder- 
ing of ties of friendship -which had ei- 
kted for many years. This •was es- 
pecially true with resipeot to the mem- 
bers of the Society of California Pion- 
ei-rs. of which there was a large dele- 
gation prfsent, eoioh member wearing 
the mourning badge of the order. 


The remains lay In a rich casket in 


the front parlor. On the Md of the cas- 
ket was a plate of solid silver on •which 
"were engraved tire name and date of 
birth and death of the deceased. 
There were several tributes of flow- 


ers which had been sent by sympathetic 
friends ,and they were of a rich but 
unostentatious character, consisting, in 
the main, of line fern* wrought irate 
symbolic designs On the right of the 
o<vsket wias disposed a large wreath of 
laurel with sprays of orchids. This was 
made In compliance with a request of 
Mr. Haimon preferred shortly prior to 
his. death 
The wreath was mad'e by 


William Gauge, Mr. Harmon's garden- 
er 
Around the edge of tlw caske>t and 


on the lower part of *he lid, waa a pro- 
fusion of rhododendrons, tire prevailing 
color betng white -with a suggestion of 
a creamy pink t!i»t in the almost trans- 
parent petals. Those were arranged In 
a truly artistic manner and served In a 
great measure to relieve the occasion 
of funereal sadness. 


These flowers were (avorites of the 
deceased. They were of the Himalaya 
species, found In <the Clktktai mountains 
in India and were imported to this 
country sixteen years ago by Mr. Har- 
mon himself 
They were as 'beautiful 
as they were rare and can be grown 
oily in a conservatory. 


The exercises were opened by the sjnsr- 


ing of "Nearer My God to Thee," by 
students of the University of Califor- 
nia, 


Dr W. C. Bartlett then delivered the 
address as follows: 


"It a man d-lcs, ahull he live again?" 
The patrtach had a dim conception 


of Immortality. Out of the shadowy 
past he heard no clear answer to the 
most momentous question that had 
ever been propounded to the world. 
Philosophy and sctenae have been ques- 
tioned, making only this answer, Aa 
matter Is "never destroyed, only 
the 


form If It changed, no It Is pe-aaoned 
that the conatltai'Uon of a human soul 
is not subject to any low of decay. 
Love, affection, hope, all that consti- 
tutes the divine essence of a living 
noul survives. Bull thrts reasoning does 
not reach an eternal verity. It cornea 
aa It were from the opening heavens. 
"Though he were dead yet shall he 
live." Life and immortality are not

The flood» 
there dealt more kindly with him tha i 
the flre. He acquired a moderate com- 
petence as an honorable imerehant 11 
that cSty. In that vocation be probabl r 
furnished the one solitary exception t> 
the prevailing custom of that day. Sun- 
day was the busiest trading day of th 3 
week. He closed hie store on Sundaj. 
He would do no business on thait daj, 
although the gains might be greate- 
than on oil the other days of the wee*. 
He held to the last day of his life tha: 
no blessing followed work on Sunday. 
lit was an abiding religious convtetior. 
It had come to him by the old Net' 
England hearth-stone. K was In th > 
•blood and bone ot the man. He ha-1 
seen many a one lose both fortune an< 1 
Hfe because he had no day ot rest. H • 
preferred less of fortune and more o? 
life. His later years were filled up b • 
the execution of many honorable trust*. 
Men confided in him fts one who kep. 
the faith. 


Our friend down deep tn his heart, 


had faith in God. He often spoke o; 
him as the Heavenly Father whoa • 
providential care was over ail his chil- 
dren. Without the formality of a cree^l 
or any ostentatious worship, tbare was 
an essential element of religion In. hi i 
worts. He was a just imoin

large place In the esteem of honorabl • 
men i He was sensKnve as to- his honoi 
His word was aa good as his bond. H • 
hated tricks, shams and hollow pi eter 
tions. He wrought as one who believed 
that no man hveth unto himself an<l 
no man diath unto hlmsejf. He had M • 
helping hand, and only God and himael' 
knew how often it was extended for tb • 
relief of others. He cherished the spin. 
of saorlllce. 


Now, when a man's faith is in th • 
righteousness of bis work, that is mor • 
than the symbol of worship. His work 
becomes the very liturgy of prayer, ami 
BO working, whether with a creed o- 
wjbhout one, I would fain beMeve that 
he is a true worshipper who has been 
brought into visible communion with 
the believing host on earth, and with 
the host which no man can number in 
tha heavens. 


Our friend had the civic virtues. H • 


was a good citizen, beartogr loyally th • 
full share o-f burdens to his relation t > 
society.

world. Every flower that blossomed 
alone bordered walks—ail the affluence 
of color, the song of birds, toe sweet 
serenity of sky and hill—the huarh of all 
tcmultous life, were to him suggestions 
rtf blessed repose.

He, however, denies the possibilities of 
any favors being extended to him and 
so the case stands and is of course, 
forming the prime subject for gossip 
in social circles. 
i There is a good deal of outside opinion 
being expressed on the matter. Many 
say char the'riirri-o'utsTof the Thirteen 
Club, Mrs. Oscar laming, Mrs. McBcan 
and the Gaskills were more entitled to 
the first prize than any other rig on 
the ground and although the Gaskills 
did receive first award in the novelty 
class it was an empty honor as the 
valuable piJze was turned over to Mr. 
Bowles for the shoiving ho made with 
his four-ln-hand. 


The following Interviews with Mrs. 
McBean and Mr. Bowles we-iv published 
In yesterday's Examiner: 


"I consider that I have been unjustly 
treated." said Mrs. McBean to a re- 
porter on Saturday afternoon. "When 
I was Ignored by the judges I was 
broken-hearted, and so was my friend 
Mrs. 
Maud Graves of San Francisco, 
who was with me. J could not bear to 
rncet my friends, HO I 
immediately 
drove off the grounds and came home.- 
This thing has been such a disappoint- 
ment to' me t'.iat I 'can hardly express 
my sorrow an.l indignation. In the first 
place, I do not think the judges were 
selected fairly. They told u« they were 
going to have Judges from the outside 
who would not be influenced in any 
way. Now many of these judges did not 
come, and I understand 
that P. E. 


Bowles selected sonic local people to 
fill their places. This was not fair to 
those who entered In the parade. T 
found that a Mrs. F. M. Wilson, who, 
I have reason to believe has no par- 
ticular lovo for me, was one of the 
Judges. My husband spoke to me about 
It, but T said surely she would not 
consider me personally In this matter. 
I was making a trip to Honolulu once 
and Mrs. \Vllson was on board the 
ftoamer. I refused to toady to her be- 
cause she had motley, and In fact I was 
very independent on the trip." 


"I do not toady to anybody, for I am 
not that kind of a woman. I do not be- 
lieve that Mrs. Wilson liked it. Any- 
how, she was one of the Judges. Recent- 
ly Mr. P. E. Bowles wanted me to come 
down to his bank and sny that the la- 
dles of the Ebell Society were tajking

NEW YORK, May 4.—A dispatch to 


the Herald from Havana Bays: 


Your correspondent has had an inter- 


view with Pedro Casanova, a Cuban, 
who was driven from his plantation at 
San Miguel de Jaruca by the Spanish 
BolaiCTs. Casanova's family consists of 
his wife, three children, the oldest a 
girl of five, the youngest a babe In

can. Casanova's otory b* as follows: 


"1 have KuYfered promt outrages at 


the- hands of the Spanish soldiers. The 
soldiers recently paused on the road 
and my wife called my attention to the 
fact that they had broken into the va- 
camt house -where valuable property %\.xs 
atorecl and were pulling things to pieces. 
Just then I saw tiwo officers coming to- 
ward the house. I >wont out to meet 
them and invited them to enter the 
house and refresh themselves. 
They 


accepted and uald they liked colTee. 
While they -were drinking one or more 
soldiers came o-nd spoke to the captain, 
wno asked me, 'Who are the mon in the 
sugar house?' 


"My employe*,' I replied, 'Including 


the engineer. They are engaged in re- 
pairs.' The captain said: 'I heard reb- 
els arc hidden there. 1 mi»u take the 
men "before the Major /for examination, 
the Major himself will be here tomor- 
row.' 


"After he left 1 found Dhe door of the 


houae on. the hill broken open. A quan- 
tity of bottled beer .had been taken, al- 
KO my saddles and bridles and many 
other things.

Kev. Edwards I);ivi» Preaches on 


the Common Peoplr. 


At ,the Central Christian Church, 


Rev. 
Edwards Davis chose for his sub- 


ject last night, "The Common People 
Heard Him. Gladly." 


In hln discourse the pastor .said: 
"The term common people in this ln- 
sta.ice implies the equivalent of an Im- 
mense throng, in the temple had gath- 
eiod the populace. The Saducees had 
questioned JPSUS about the possibility 
of the resutrectlon, and the scribes 
^ere inquiring about the command- 
ments. Direct replies bnffied their skep- 
tlcal misgivings. Undismayed the Mas- 
ter continued His condemnation of hy- 
pderisy, extortion, offlciousness, for- 
malities. And the common people heard 
him gladly. 


"The populace always enjoys the __ 
posure and arraignment of Us oppres- 
sors, in church or State. But the con- 
demnation did not CRu.se repentance 
and consequently, humility, simplicity 
and sincerity. The Sadducees. scribes 
and, Pharisees still Intrude their agnos- 
ticism, literalism and foimalltles on the 
doers of the Word. Theology Is not re- 
ligion, nor is churchmemborship tho 
shibboleth of salvation. Christendom 
today needs a reiteration of Christ's 
denunciations. And the common people 
will hear them with the same approval 
as In that olden day. 


"Jesus spoke not as 'the scribes, but 


with authority, because He spoke the 
truth. If the minister of God preach tho 
word his voice will revet'berato with 
the power ot liberated speech, and, 
sustained fry the resonance of the uni- 
verse, the hearer will be inspired with 
confidence. Conviction and action are 
a consequence. So long as the gospel 
shall depend on the requirement of re- 
muneration. tJic tinkling of coins will 
be heard in the silence between senten- 
ce. So long as the hearer of 'the gospel 
must pay for his pew as he would" for 
a seat In the theater churches wll^not 
be considered houses of God., So long1 
as there shall be propounded quibbling 
questions, and 'the bickering'-of 'the 
backbiting, and the unchristian compe- 
tition of. sectarian churches, there shall 
be the necessity of Christ's condemna- 
tion. And from whomsoever that shall 
com* the people of the-commonality 
will hear that gospel gladly."

"Tho commltltco says Mint 'It succeeded 


in learning Uliat sovoi'al of the directors 
•wore called ltx> Sacramonto by the Legis- 
lative CommHtccs ^having In charge tho 
proposed legislation affecting the Home, 
and thtut tho necessary expenses of such 
directors wero paid,- which amounted to 
175 in all,' and that there, was nothing 
tending no »how any illegal use ot 'tho 
funds. Was It a fact What 'these men did 
go to Sacramento of fhelr own accord TO 
endeavor to defeat 'fho bill for the con- 
tracting of all huppllos for the Homo, 
ateo 10 defeat the provision in tho appro- 
priation bill prohibiting tho use of any of 
the Stnito money ifor the ofllcc in San 
Francisco? They probably got a notice 
from 'the committee of the House, or tho 
Senate that a hearing would be 'had on 
'tfhe bills aforesaid on a certain day. 
Many others who liavc legislative business 
KC't such notices, but 'they havo no Vet- 
erans' Homo to fall back upon to pay the 
expenses." 


Charge No. 10— The directors have dis- 
posed of Ithe special State appropriation 
•of J50.000 made In March, 3893, as follows: 
About 123,000 epent for a poorly adapted 
dining hall and two prlvaito residences 
for the Commandant and Medical JJlrcotoi 
respectively; about $17,000 hocus pocused 
Into tho Home Treasury to replace tho 
BteaMngs of Treasurer Royce and his part- 
ners, and about $10,000 used to liquidato 
old debUsof tine Board; wtoereas tho whole 
of this appropriation was intended for 
permanent Improvements on tho Homo 
grounds for Ithe uso of 'Bhe old soldiers. 
" 'A grave and serious charge,' says the 


committee. 
'Wo feel certain that had 
there «xiatcd any foundation for tho 
above charge wo wuW havo found ft. 
>Tonc oouUl bo found.' And thon tho com- 
mlttco Quotes 'the 'testimony of tho 'ox- 
V»ert" a.nd tho table of figures on this very 
appropriation of JCO.OOO to dhow that It 
was expended all right. Well, it i« under- 
stood itTiait *ho appropriation was for work 
Intended to bo done, <ind not for work 
that had been previously done. The Leg- 
islature of 1893 appropriated tW.OOO 'for 
permanent improvements' ait fho Homo. 
Does this include 'improvements' that had 
previously been mado and not paid for'' 
Did ithc defalcation of Royce leave the 
Treasury empty, with a lot of bills un- 
paid" Nevertheless, this committee did 
not look closely into tho old bills or tho 
new ones, bat tihey Cook >the 'expert's' re- 
port. and coll him 'the accusers' own nit- 
ness.' This 'ONpcilt's' report shows that 
SoO.OOO was used up ail right enough, but 
he works his repont from 'page 20' to 'page 
K.' He does nc"t say whether It is from 
the cash book or ledger, and in all 'this 
wonderful exhibit he does not give a Bin- 
trio *»ie. The bills are down all right, 
except 't'hat t'hc exj>ert leaves out every 
date. Now, what did he do that for? 
Wan it an oversight? 'Experts' do not do 
"thing* that way. They arc very careful 
as <o date* as well as to amount*. And 
yet this commfttee did ndt notice the 
omission. Now, examine the charge. The 
directors were not charged 
stealing,,

Charge No. 11— George H. Thomas Post. 


No. I. G. A. R.. h»« occupied the control 
of ithe Veterans' Home, having *iad mont 
of the Commandants, all 'the .Treasurers.

Mrs 
Batty, the old -man rcau-^ted the at- 
tendants to notify his sister in Berke- 
ley ot the fact, 
Mrs. Peal, however, received no noti- 


fication of her brother's illness, she 
says, until the Mond«ay morning fol- 
lowing-. It was then too late for her to 
take the morning train for Yountville. 
Mrs. Batty, however, wired that she 
would po there on the evening train, 
which she did. arriving there at about 
6:30 P. M. Mrs. Batty -was «u the resi- 
dence of her mother In Berkeley when, 
the first telegram arrived, and, for the 
purpose ot making arrangement for 
her journey, was compelled to go to her 
home In San Francisco. 


Shortly after she left, a second tele- 
gram was received by Mrs. Pcnl noti- 
fying her of her bidther's death 
This knoiwlpdpre was not Imparted to 


Mrs. Batty until she arrived at the 
Home at Younavillc. She then naked to 
be led to see- the remains of her uncle, 
bin the attendant suggested that she 
deter tho visit until next morritng. 


Mrs. Batty pel slsted that she desired 


to see the remains there and then, but 
her desii e, she savs, was disregarded, 
and the only excuse which the attend- 
ant offered was that the remains ot her 
uncle were not In a fit condition to be 
seen. 


"I do not understand what was meant 
by that excuse, but I •was not afraid to 
look at my poor uncle. I knew Tie could 
not hurt me," saM Mrs. Batity to a Tri- 
bune reporter. "But I was told that ; 
could see him th"p next morning at 10 
o'clock, But I could not see him then 
either. I had to ivait till 11 o'clock. It Is 
my belief that it I had not gone to the 
Home, they -would have buried my 
uncle in his old clothes. But, when I 
did see 1iim in Ms coffin, I was surprls. 
:d The first thing I said was. 'you ha.va 
not shaved him.' His face was black 
with beard. Ho (had not been shaved 
for -several days. My undo lia.<l a. cata^ 
ract forming: in his eyes, but he used 
to shave himself clean. He always Hke<! 
to keep his face clean, and it pained 
me to see Mm dead with his face so 
dirty. I asked the attendant, why my 
uncle hnd not teen shaved and his an- 
swer was that It the dead was shaved, 
the -svork would 'have to be done by him 
(the attendant) and he did not like .to 
shave dead people. I wondered what 
the attendant was paid for if it was not 
to do his duty. They had dressed my 
uncle in a dark suit and white shirt 
and brick cravat -and I had no fault to 
find with that nor with 
the 
burfcal. 


which \\as a soldier's funeral and that 
was what my uncled desired. 


"But Just as soon as the funeral was 


over, tho Adjutant teemed to want to 
get me away from tho place. He order- 
ed up the anVbulancc -and sent me to 
the depot in It and I had to wait a whole 
hour before the -train came along. 


"They opened my uncle's trunk and 


they had no right to do that. They said 
the only money they found on his per- 
son was $10. They na.d s=>nt three tele- 
grams for which they charged 50 cents 
apiece, when the telegrams I sent from 
Berkeley, to the Home, which contained 
the same numiber of words cost only 25 
cents caoh. This 5s a. small matter, but

The funeral of the late A. P. K. Har- 


mon took place yesterday afternoon at 
2 o'clock from t/he late residence of the 
deceased, 13C8 Webster street, and at- 
tracted one of the largest gatherings 
of distinguished people that has ev«r 
charaotei Ized the funeral of a pioneer 
in this city. 


The spacious residence was thronged 


thousands of successful men. 
Our 


friend had a leaning towards mercan- 
tile pursuits. Sirring as a. clerk for 
a while in Maine and in Georgia, he ac- 
quired ;the- traTnlng and the discipline 
requisite for a. successful business man. 
I need not dwell on-the particulars of 
his early .ventures. He was .among the 
brave and.resolute young- men' who 
were the .pioneers of the State. 
He [ snn< tlfl<?d even Jn death. 
And so he- 


crossed the Isthmus of Panama, in '49, wrought for the thousands •who will yet 


•white city one of the fairest spots in the 
•world. Every flower that blossomed 
along bordered walks—all the affluence 
of color, the song of birds, the sweet 
serenity of sky and hill—the huTih ot all 
tumultous life, were to hhn suggestions 
rtf blessed repo«<e. There would be the 
kinship of dust, and the fellowships 
thai had".counted for so much In life. 


walking from the Chores river Into 
that old Spanish city, and at a time 
when no ithrough ticket could take him 
on his way. He was content to sleep 
at'nlg-ht In the ships boat. He made 
his way to the mines. He was fairly 
successful. As soon as he hod acquired 
a moderate capital he was a merchant 
in San Francisco. The lire swept his 
goods and the city away. But the in- 
domitable man was left. He was later 
esta-bllah-ed a-t Socracnento. The floods 
there dealt more kindly with-him than 
the fire. He acquired a moderate com- 
petence as an honorable unerchanrt in 
that cJty. In that vocation he probably 
furnished the one solitary exception to 
the pievalllng custom of that day. Sun- 
day was the busiest trading day of the 
•week. He closed his store on Sunday. 
He would do no business on that day, 
although the gains might be greater 
than on all the other days of the week. 
He held to the last day of his life that 
no blesslr.g followed work on Sunday. 
It was an abiding religious conviction. 
It had come to him by the old New 
England hearth-fatone. It was In the 
-alcod and bone of the. man. He had 
seen many a one lose both fortune and 
life because he had no day of rest. He 
preferred less of fortune and more of 
life. His later years were filled up by 
the execution of many honorable trusts. 
Men confided In him 9s one who kept 
the faith. 


Our friend down deep In his heart, 


had faith in God. He often spoke of 
him as the Heavenly Father whose 
providential care was over oil his chil- j 
dren. Without the formality of a creed 


be borne thither, as he will be toorne 
today.
